THK NIvXT CONVENTION. - 
Discussion. 
Omaha, Nkh., Aug. 14, 1911.

WmvKKAS, The Kxeciitive Com- 
mittee has now been in formed about 
the difTerent places ofTering induce- 
mentH for the meeting of the next 
convention. 

I move that the Convention of the 
N A. 1>. , to convene in 1913, be 
held in the City of Omaha, State of 
Nebraska.

In making the alx)ve motion, I am 
snJ>i>orted by all the deaf in Omaha, 
C'oiuuil HlnfTs, and vicinity, as 
shown iti letter from their commit- 
tee, presenting convincing argu- 
ments in supjx>rt of their invitation. 

I have been asked why the com- 
munications from the committee 
selected by the deaf of Omaha, 
Council Bluffs, and vicinity have 
not been ])nl)lished in the Jouknau. 
(They were imblished in the Jour- 
NAi, of June 22d. — Chairman.] 

A suggestion was made to hold an 
interstate convention of the deaf 
in Omaha in 1912. After consulta- 
tion with several prominent deaf, 
and careful consideration, I find no 
strong sentiment in fi^^^r of this 
idea. 

I believe it is the duiy 01 the N. 
A. D. to fight against the movemeut 
to change the schools in the middle 
west into oral schools. The same 
arguments advanced in favor of an 
interstate convention in 191 2 will 
hold good for our national meeting 
in 19 1 3. 

At the DelavaJi convention I 
found, I am glad to say, a favorable 
sentiment for holding the conven- 
tion in the middle west, of which 
Omaha is the center. 

There is no question as to an effi- 
cient and willing local conunittee 
whose sole object would be to make 
this National meeting a success in 
every way.

A letter from Mrs. Bates, of 
Cleveland, was received last Jttne, 
but was laid aside and overlooked. 
It is rather long to print in full, but 
the substance of it is given lielow. 

The Ivxecutive Board of the Cleve- 
land Chamber of Conunerce oilers to 
aid the local deaf in providing for 
the comfort of guests through its 
list of lodging acconunodations, pub- 
licity de|)artment, and its relations 
with trniisportation companies. The 
secretary of the Chamber has shown 
his interest in the deaf by assisting 
to secure a moving-picture exfiibit 
for the deaf, and can be depended 
upon to give ftuther assistance. 
There are five auditoriums for the 
use of the Convention, and the 
Cleveland deaf promise to sec 
that one of them is secured fnn^ 
for the use of the meetings. They 
also I to furnish necx^ssary 

printii. Kidgcs. 

Mrs. Hates further says: "We 
plan to make the Cleveland Conven- 
tion of the N. A. I), a State affair, 
and various committees of entertain- 
ment are apjK>inted from the various 
societies of the deaf in Ohio cities 
and towns. This means that the 
N. A. n. wotdd be the guests not of 
Cleveland alone, but all Ohio. It 
also means that the deaf of Ohici 
cojild be counted on to help us raise 
the Convention Ftuid and share in 
the glory of entertaining the N. 
A. D. This, fo my mind, is nun h 



better than calling upon outside 
hearing people to help us entertain 
our own kind 

" It is unnecessary to say that the 
deaf would, to the best of their abi- 
lity, arrange for dances, lawn fetes, 
a banquet, boating parties, etc. 

"But, to my mind, the best reason 
why the N. A. D. should meet in 
Cleveland is yet to be mentioned. 
There has been some talk that 
Cleveland does not deserve the Con- 
vention because of an attitude of in- 
difference on the part of the deaf of 
both the city and of Ohio as a whole 
toward the N. A. D. If the N. A. D. 
hopes to do missionary work in 
places where the deaf are not doing 
all they should and could for the 
N. A. D. I would venture to say 
that should the N. A, D. come to 
Cleveland in 191 3, it would mean 
dozens and dozens of new members, 
who heretofore have done little for 
the N. A. D. 

** We need you here more than 
you need us. The Cleveland public 
is woefully unacquainted with the 
resources ami brightness of the 
many wonderful deaf in the country. 
Morever, there is a pure oral school 
here and the public knows little or 
nothing of what the manually 
taught deaf can do, and what the 
sign-language would mean to the 
deaf. 

" Remember that we offer you 
every facility that every other city 
offers you— CO o|)eration of the civic 
l>ody and all sorts of fun and pleas- 
ure, good lodging and hotel accom- 
modations, an entertainment fund 
which will amply cover all legitimate 
expenses, but which we, of course^ 
cannot at this time name, for we do 
not know the exact amount, and, in 
addition to all this, we make the 
plea that Cleveland needs an awak- 
ening so that we may be counted 
loyal and zealous members of the 
N. A. D. 

" We draw no comparisons ; we 
decry no other city's merits ; we 
know the N. A. D. will be royally 
entertained wherever they go ; but 
we do know that •Cleveland and its 
deaf need you and through that 
need we make our appeal.**

some gootl reference. The police olTer 
him every assistance in establisliing the 
fact of his deafness. If he fails it is only 
fair to conclude that he is faking. The 
police know that I am interesteiTin this 
work and they arrest deaf beggars on 
sight and call me up. I have had no dif- 
I ticulty in establishing the fact that those 
arrest e<l have l)een faking *leafness. I am 
! deaf, and am acijainted with the deaf and 
eilucaiors of the deaf throughout the 
country. Even when some c^f these people 
have a fair commaml of the sign langu.-ige, 
picketl up fioni deaf relatives, it is very 
easy to corner them. Phonetic spelling 
by one wlio claims to have been born deaf 
is practically an uncontestable proof of 
faking. On the other hand, where they 
claim to have lost their hearing at 8. 10, 
or 14 years of age and to l>e dumb, you 
can rest assuretl they are fakers, for a 
child who has lost his hearing at such an 
mlvanced age will unquestionably speak 
vyith considerable lluency, though very 
likely in a monotone. 

We just caught a man in Duluth who 
hiretl a lawyer for his defense. I visitt^I 
him with his lawyer and convince<l the 
lawyer that the man was a faker. He was 
CO vicleil and sent up for ninety days. 

With reference to placing a charge of 
obtaining money under false pretenses 
against the man you have in custodv. I 
shoultl rect>nimend that you consult \he 
City Attorney of Cleveland. He will un- 
doubtedly- l)e able to give you the desired 
information. 

If there is anything that I can do to 
assist you in this work I hope you will 
call ujK>n me freely. 

V^ery few people will willingly be impos- 
ed upon by fakers and it is my experience 
that constant and repeate*! publication of 
the fact that **A1J^ 'deaf beggars are 
fakers,'* and a constant appeal to i>eoide to 
"call the police'* as soon as one of these 
people appears, will make a city very un- 
healthy for these fakers.

The Optimist Suspended 

Kditor Journai. :— I have been 
authori/.ed by Mrs. Jackson, the 
publisher, to announce the suspen- 
sion of the Souihent OpHmist with 
the issne of July 15th, 

The i>aper started well. It met 
with the enthusiastic support of the 
deaf of the South. It was the first 
indei>endent paper for the deaf pub- 
lished in that section, and the South 
is loyal to the core to whatever is of 
or for the South. 

The paper continued to thrive and 
the close of the Colorado Springs 
Congress saw it destined apparently 
for a long lease of life. It was made 
the official organ of the N. F. S. I), 
and as stich reached every section of 
the country. 

But almost imitiediately after her 
return home from the Convention 
misfortune overtook Mrs. Jackson. 
Her son was taken ill with typhoid 
fever. Almost at the same time 
her husband was seized with what 
developed into a slow and incurable 
sickuess. 

It should be stated that the iy\>c~ 
setting, distributing and mailing, 
the proof-reading and correspond- 
ence, and in fact everything except 
the press work had been attended to 
by Mrs. Jackson herself. 

The sickness in her family, com- 
bined with business troubles of oue 
kind or other threw the machinery 
of the pa|>er out of gear. It 
lost corressiKindeiits and subscribers, 
it had to reduce its size, it became 
irregular; but in spite of all Mrs. 
>n held ou aud tried every 
, ._i»le resottrce to keep it going. 
The marvel is that in the face of all 
such discouraging obstacles she ditl 
not succumb months earlier. 

The writer was contiected with 
the paper almost from the first, 
though his name did not ap|X!ar at 
the head of the editorial columns 
tintil nearly six months later. He 
sees it go with regret. It dt 
a l>ctter fate if for no other 
than to reward the heroic struggle 
—I use the adjective advisedly, as 
no other will fit— of its publisher to 
keep it alive.

In the Journal of August IVth, 
Mr. Veditz nmkos an appoal to the 
State Assootations to ondorne the 
fiHlerntion plan. This is what I 
should expect from Mr. Veditz. 
lie stands for a priueiple — the 
principle of federation^ aa I have so 
oflon pointed out. He is a worker 
aud works for the principle he be- 
lieves in. That is the kind of men 
"ms want. I, for one, am glad to 
see him again in the field working 
for the principle he stands for. If 
all those who profesa an interest in 
the N. A. D. would declare them- 
selves — if we had leas dirty work 
and more honest effort and adher- 
ence to principle — this question of 
r(*-organizing the Asaoeiation would 
smni be settled, either for or against 
federation. 

It is a iiuestion that must be set- 
tled. It is the parMmouut issue. 
Until it is settled the Association 
cannot win the confidence of tleaf, 
no matter how strenuous the efforts 
of its oflioers. Nor will it do any 
good for individuals to talk about 
the get-together spirit. There can 
be no getting together and no unit- 
ed effort to build up the N. A. D. 
until a flefinite policy of re-organi- 
zation has been adopted. Why not 
rt^cognize this fact? Why not use 
a little business wense? Read the 
letters that appear in the deaf 
press. How many of them contain 
any thing really helpful in solving 
the piobhun of re-organization ? 
How many show that the writers 
stand for a principle or ai*e actuat- 
ed by a sincere desire to help ? To 
one accustomed to business me- 
thods, this everlasting bickering, 
indecisioi), fauU-fimling and mad 
slinging is disgusting and dis- 
couraging. Is there no help for 
the deaf ? Can I hey not rise above 
all this little meanness? 1 have 
faith in the deaf as a whole. I be- 
lieve they want to see a greater 
N. A. 1>. and that Uiey will rally 
to its support whenever a definite 
policy is settled on and a working 
organization perfected, 

Mr, Veditz belitnes in aud ail- 
vocates federation. If you believe 
in that principle as the surest means 
of bringing about a strouger associa- 
tion, then I say it is your duty U> 
come out openly and support him, 

Aud if you do not believe in fed- 
eration, why opixjse hiiUi why in- 
dulge in personal abuse? If you 
have nothing better to offer, if no 
other plan appeals to you aa more 
lesirable than the fedenUlon plan 
—why not trust Mr. Vtxlitz's judg. 
inent as against your own? Ha« 
he not had as mncli experience as 
you? Is he not as well qualUled 
tojudg*^? Hut if there is another 
plan offereil— a plan baaed on in- 
dividual membership only, aud ymi 
believe in the principle of indivi- 
dual meinbership, then yon ahould 
snpptirt that. plan. The paramount 
issne is the reorganization of the 
Association. Li^t that question be 
settled and out of the way^ then It 
will soon l>e demonstratiHl whether 
or not our people can unite ami 
work together for the comuu^n iiood.

that in my judgment it is the slow 
est and least effective means foi 
building up the Aasociatitui and 
making it a powerful iniitrnment for 
the Uetterment of the deaf. Fur- 
thernu>re, it will nu^st surely brimr 
eieuicntsof discord aud diaagroe' 
ment into the Stat^ Associatitvns. 
Those Associations now endorsing 
federation will, if the federation 
policy pt^ vails, live ta regret iheir 
action. 

At the Colorado Convention I 
presented the S|>ear plan for re-or- 
>?anixing the aaamuation— a plan 
based on individual memlxMship 
onIy-~a plan that gives us all the 
working mnchineiy necessary to 
building up a greater N, A. I>. 

The Spear plan was not consider- 
ed. Hut its proviaious are better 
known now aud ac(H>pted by many 
who dkl not umleroiaiid it at the 



lime. Mr. Veditz, while he misses 
no chance tt> tell the public the 
Spear plan is ** impracticable and 
well-nigh impossible," yet he direct- 
ly accepts one of ten important 
provisions of the Spear phin, and 
by implication accepts another. 
I Two of the provisions of the 
Spear plan are a paid secretary 
an<l pei*manent headquarters — not 
to be instituted at once bur ulti- 
mately. 

Now Mr. Veditz's own words are 
as follows: — 

*' If the Federation, by reason of 
an endowment-funtl is in position 
to buy the entire time of one or 
more of its officials, so much the 
better.*' 

Now, if this is not a clear endorse- 
ment of the paid secretary provi- 
sion in the Spear plan, what is it ? 
And yet, when first I proposed this 
feature, it was pronounced absurd 
by Mr. Veditz and by Mr. Hanson. 
And as to the other provision for 
permanent headquarters, will Mr. 
Veditz please explain to me how 
the carrying out of the idea of hir- 
ing the '* entire time of one or more 
otliciar' could be made thoroughly 
effective witliout permanent head- 
quarters ? Thus Mr. Veditz in 
spite of himself is brought to the 
ueceasily of endorsing the Spear 
plan. I shall fiora time to time 
call attention to provisions of ttie 
Spear plan that are endorsed and 
accepted by those who profess not 
to believe in it. 

I again say I am not oppoasd to 
federation because I consider it 
impossible, but because it is not 
th<» quiekest, surest and most effec- 
tive means of uniting our people, 
and because it will surely bring 
troulde into our State Associations. 
The Siwar plan will be consider- 
ed at the next convention.

Much space 
has already been given before to 
the alterations, hence further de> 
tails (except the.se, the latest) 
unnecessary.

The first meeting was looked up- 
on as a gathering of the alumni of 
the Institution in the State. It was 
named ** The Pennsyi^vanta Deai- 
MuTE Association/' The Oration 
was delivered by Mr. John Carlin, 
of New York City, one of the bright- 
est congenital deaf-mutes ever gradu- 
ated from the old I^hiladelphia Insti- 
tution. 

The Constitution and By-Laws 
which were adopted at the first 
meeting stated the object of the As- 
sociation to be '* to promote the in- 
tellectual, social, moral, temporal 
and spiritual welfare of the deaf 
There is no doubt that in a way the 
Association succeeded in fulfilling 
all the.He objects, particularly the 
social one, which every where seems 
to be the chief attraction that draws 
the deaf to these conventions. But 
had the ** fathers" of the Associa- 
tion been satisfied to have it meet 
always thus, I fear that it would 
hardly be the strong, compact, body 
it is today As the men and women 
who work for a definite set purjx)se 
succeed better than those who work 
in an aimle.ss manner, so the As- 
sociation needed something definite 
and tangible to attract and keep to- 
gether the deaf men and women of 
the State in the Association. 

At the second convention held in 
the Spring Garden Institute Hall, 
Philadelphia, in the summer of 18H4, 
the President, the Rev. Henry W. 
Syle, in his address, spoke like a 
true prophet and wise man. 

It seems he had previous to the 
meeting of the first Convention some 
doubts as to the advisability and 
usefuhiess of such gatherings, and 
had come to the first Convention 
only from a sense of duty to welcome 
and stand by the Rev. Dr. Thomas 
Gallaudet, of New York City, who 
had signified his intention to be 
present. Having become converted 
to the idea from the large and intel- 
ligent Ixxly of the deaf that had 
gathered and the evident enjoyment 
all took in the meeting, and having, 
himself, unexpectedly been elected 
President, he set himself heart and 
soul to the task of devising a defi- 
nite line of work for the future good 
of the Association, 

He said, " I have reflected much 
on the question whether some prac- 
tical plan of usefulness could not be 
put in operation to unite not only 
the changing numbers who attend 
each convention, but also the rest of 
the 3000 deaf-mutes of this great 
vState. And what would l>e nobler 
than to unite in alleviating the mis- 
fortunes of such of our number as 
are in the deepest di.strcss ? — distress 
with which we can syinpathi/e 
better than any one else. We have 
not the means by ourselves to estab- 
lish or sup[)ort a Home of any kind. 
What we do mu.st lie on a very 
limited and humble scale, es}>ecially 
at first. But we can do something. 
Shall we try?" 

Then after recounting the several 
cases of blind deaf-mutes met l>y 
Mr. %Syle in his pastoral work, their 
pitiableness and isolation, he con- 
tinues: "My projx>sal is that we 
establish a fund to l>e known as 
' The Benevolent Fund of the Penn- 
sylvania Deaf- Mute Association.* 
I,et a fixed part of the in- 
dues l>e paid into it — say tv\ 
cents out of every dollar. i>ona 
tions may be hoped for as ixrf)plc 
become acquainted with the good 
work." 

Subsequent consideration of Mr. 
suited in the 
• 1 a fund, but 
for some years the committee to 
look after this " fund," reported no 
funds and no action, yet the idea 
ultimately led to the present Home 
for Aged nnd Infirm Deaf at Doyles- 
town. It is not my intention to go 
into the history of the foundation of 
this admirable charity, which is too 
recent and too familiar to most of 
you to Ijear rejietition at this time, 
but its establishment and mainten- 
nnce have ^^iven ine a great respect 
n for the deaf of the 
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foundation ot Before coming here I was for 
nuriiug care many years connected with an as- 
sociation in another State, and serv- 
' several terms as President and 
retary. The quality of member- 
ship there is fully the erpial of that 
in our society here. The meetings 
are as well attended, the addresses 
and discussions able and intelligent,

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aus desuetude,*' It was a labor 
that was continued throughout the 
year — a IalK>r, too, which though it 
taxed the time and energies of the 
officers and the Board, was taken up 
cheerfully and enthusiastically. 
Truly this was admirable and won- 
derfully attractive to one who was 
told he was going direct to a place 
where every one took his time to do 
his work, and things generally mov- 
ed along at a snail's pace. 

To-day you are about to do what 
I believe has not yet been attempted 
by any association of the deaf in 
this country. You are gathered 
here to celebrate the thirtieth anni- 
versary of your Association, not 
alone by feasting and merry-making, 
but by taking up an offering for the 
ICndowment Fund of the Home. 
Truly there is something very fine 
and inspiring a!>out such a. move. 
Much enthusiasm is evident, and 
while, of course, we can not expect 
all to give as munificently as a 
certain few are planning to give, 
still if all will contribute something, 
no matter how small, the total will 
be quite encouraging. 

The older of our Philadelphia deaf 
will rememl>er how aliout thirty 
years ago the vestry of old St. Ste- 
phen's Church liegatived the plan of 
the Rector of the Parish to build a 
chapel for the deaf, because it was 
shown that the deaf worshippers 
themselves had made no efforts to 
raise money for the purpose. 

And we have since learned that 
our hearing brethren resix)nd more 
liberally when they see that we are 
ourselves making eflTorts to raise 
what we can. Our Lord's words, 
'* whosoever hath, to him shall be 
given, and he shall have more abun- 
dance ; but whosoever hath not, from 
him shall l>e taken away, even that 
he hath," seem always true of or- 
ganized l>odies as well as of indi- 
viduals. 

In building up our Home of 
Doylestown, we must continue to 
work as we have in the past, and 
if this offering we are alx>ut to take 
up should turn out to be generous 
one. 1 am .surt- it will prove a " nest 
egg" for futnn* couuibulions. 
The public has conndcnce in uud is 
willing to help institutions that are 
liberally suppt»rte(l by ihotie most 
directly interested. 

And yet, after all I have said, if 
our society was s<»lcly concer nrd in 
the upbuilding and maintenance of 
the Home, it would be doing but 
half of its duty. This, hovvevtr, we 
know is not the case. That other 
object of the Association, " advanc- 
ing the interests of the deaf." is not 
l>eiug neglected. For at every meet- 
ing of the A.ssociation since its 
foundation, it seems tc^have been as 
wide awake to the best interests of 
the deaf in general as any l»ody of 
intelligent deaf-mutes anywhere in 
the country. In the very fiij>t cuu- 
I find the Association had 
< (land jiassed resolutions on 

matteis very vital to the well-being 
and self respect of the deaf of the 
State. And in succeeding con- 
ventions, while much time and effort 
was necessarily given to the npbuihl- 
ing and maintenance of the Home, 
other matters having to do with the 
welfare of the deaf in general were 
not overlooked. 

I hinted a while ago that the 
great secret of the cohesion and 
sustained interest of the deaf in 
this Society is the Home. This is 
true, !>ut if I stopi)ed there, I would 
leave unexplained the secret as to 
how the interest is kept up. F^or 
•urely one can not expect widely - 
scattered people, such as the deaf 
are, to keep up such an interest 
■ ^iighout the year without some 
icy to fan the flames of enthusi- 
asm every little now and then. 
And this agency, as von know is the 
lyocal Branch. 

There are now »t vt u r^m u l^ocal 
Branches : Philadelphia, Pittsburg, 
Johnstown, S* ran ton, Delaware 
County, Lancaster County, and 
Berks County. All of them I be- 
lieve meet monthly, and they s«*rve 
three very useful purposes, 

1. i'artaking very much of tlie 
character of literary societies, they 
help to some extent to improve the 
members in the art of public debate 
as well as in general knowledge. 

2. They serve the purpose of 
educating the Im al deaf, some of 
whom rarely ever attend a conven- 
tion, as to their duties and privileges 
in the State A.ssociation and their 
moral res|)onflibiUty for maintaining 
the Home. 

3. While the friendly rivalry Ix*- 
tween the difTerent local branches 
stimulates each branch to its best 
endeavor through entertainments, 
socials, etc., to raise as much as pos- 
sible for the Home. 

And it is the Local Branch, too. 
whii h I think keej)S very many of 
our i>eople not only interested but 
liar members of the Association 
after year, whether they attend 
the annual (* tu or not. And 

it is the Hu. .u object whit h 

keeps the Lo<'al Branches together, 
and beeau.sc the Lo< al Branches can 
thus be kept together, the members 
as a result receive the advantage of 
frrqnrnt literary and social gathcr- 
h 

Ml who are used to the 
system of organi/.ation in force here, 
the advantages that are yours may 
not seem so many and great as they 
seem to ' here fresh 

from ano le a differ 

ent condition of allaiis exists. In 
many of the conventions in other I 
States you will find that a meml>er J 



of one convention is quite generally 
not a member of the next conven- 
tion, if he happens to be absent from 
that gathering. 

I have dwelt at some length on 
what I believe is the secret of the 
solidarity and strength of our State 
Association, and yet you must admit 
that the Association is not as strong 
and compact as it might be. There 
are several places in the State where 
Local Branches should be establish- 
ed. There are one or two places, 
too, where though there were once 
Local Branches, there are now none, 
and in one or two places though 
there are no Local Branches, the 
local deaf work as if there was a 
Branch. 

Thus far, however, we have done 
well. But continuous success has 
its dangers. People suffused with 
victory are apt to grow too confident 
and think they have no more need 
to work and watch and pray. They 
think they are strong and rest se- 
cure in the thought ; then comes 
idleness and consetiuent failure. A 
Greek philospher speaking of the 
training of the Spartans, says 
"They were safe while fighting, 
but a time of peace meant ruin." 

All life is made up of falling down 
and getting up again. The prudent 
man of business expects losses and 
failures sometimes ; he expects to 
make mistakes, but if he is wi.se, he 
learns by experience and after each 
fall he rises still wiser, and indeed 
history shows us that the greatest 
conquerors have won success from 
the lessons of defeat. Frederick 
the Great lost battle after battle, be- 
fore he made Prussia a mighty king- 
dom. 

In F^ngland. Pitt, the great states- 
man, thought England was lost 
when Najx>leou won the victory of 
Austerlitz. But France was not to 
crush England, for there arose just 
at that time the man who was to 
pluck victory from the F*rench, and, 
as you know, that man was Welling- 
ton. 

So if a time over comes when yon 
do not succeed as you have in the 
past, do not get discouraged. Pluck 
up courage and fight on. There is 
always hope. 

When in the great fire of Ivondou, 
St. Paul's Cathedral was burnt, it is 
said that one column remained 
standing, bearing the motto, " Re- 
surgam" — ! shall rise again. Let 
that l>e our motto. If we fall we 
shall rise again. 

I do not wish to spoil you by 
sj>eaking at such length of your al- 
most uniformly successful work in 
all that concerns the good of the As- 
sociation as a body, and your efforts 
in attaining to the goal of your 
ambitions with regard to the Home, 
but a little praise ;iow and then 
seems a good tonic. And yet if you 
.stop to tiiink of it, have you not 
received your occasional hai tl knocks 
and discourai' > Have there 

not been ^ lal diiferences 

among you leading almost to the 
jx)int of sundering ties of friend 
ship ? vSuch occasions are very 
trying indeed, but that you have 
ridden them down, and are cheerfully 
and serenely making your success- 
ful journey onward, is cause for 
thankfulness and an augury for 
future continued success. Indeed 
these little discouragements, though 
trying, are for the best. They help 
you to look at things from different 
poiuts[of view. Again, are you sure 
that the Association has reached 
absolute j)erfection and therefore re- 
quires less elTort on your part? Is 
the Home so firmly established and 
endowed that it will not henceforth 
recjuire ho much of your effort and 
energy as in the past i* The great 
di.scovcries in Science have l)een 
made by those who made many 
mistakes, but went patiently on 
searching for the truth. 

Have you ever read the romantic 
and highly interesting story of how 
Alexander Graham Bell, then a poor 
teacher of elocution, and also the 
teacher of two deaf children- one a 
little tot five years of age, named 
George Sanders ( who now, grown to 
manhood, has for many years been a 
faithful and valued member of our 
association and is here to-day with 
us ) and the other, a young girl, 
Mabel Hubbard, subsequently Dr. 
Bell's wife— toiled in a cellar on 
what was derisively referred to at 
the time as a mere toy — the tele- 
phone ? How he met with failures 
and discouragements innumerable - 
often without money and facing 
jxi.Hsible final disappointment and 
financial loss, and yet how he toiled 
on and on until one day he was over- 
joyed to hear s|>okeu words pass 
through his crude instrument, and 
how finally this same instrument, 
improved and modified, has in spite 
of much adverse criticism or hike 
warmness on the part of the i>ublic. 
finally become one the most im- 
portant necessities of onr modern 
life t 

" No matter, he who cHrnhn muit count to

So let us take tins lesson to heart. 
Let us toil upwards and onwards to 
greater and more enduring efficacy.

August 20, 1911. — John Marcha, 
who was educated at the school here 
and for a number of years employ- 
ed In the state bindery as a ruler, 
was drowned las! Sunday, while in 
bathing at Vermillion. He moved 
to Cleveland last January, where he 
secured work in an office there. 

However, there is a belief among 
some of the Cleveland deaf that his 
death was causetl, other than drown- 
ing. In regaid to this the Cleve- 
land Leader says : 

Although eye witnesses declare 
John Marcha, a deaf-mute, w.is 
drowned Sunday, while bathing, 
otHicers of the Ch»veland Associalion 
of tho Deaf yesteiday asked Assis- 
tant Prosecutor Haer to investigate 
circumstances surroumling his 
death. Marcha lived at 3150 W. 
92d Street. A number of brnis<»s 
on his body led to the request for an 
investigation. 

Mrs. Elmer Bates, president of 
the Associalion, said it liad been re- 
ported to her that Marcha was 
drowned near Vermilion while bath- 
ing with two members of the 
Olympic Outing Club, which was 
holding its annual picnic there. 
The bruises on Marcha's bmly are 
attributed to tlie eflTcuts made to re- 
vive him.

Further 
in formation elicittHt that Mundell 
whiMi he reached Memphis, was 
cla«l in overalls, soekless, and 
sutYering from rheunmtism as a 
result from exposure. He ha<l been 
married, so he claimed, and that his 
wife was dead. He was h>oked 
afler by the Memphis association of 
the deaf, who had him locked up for 
safe ki>eping for fear he miglit hurt 
himself, as he appearetl very gloomy. 
If any one knows the man, they 
might communicate with Mr. J. 
Amos Todd, of Memphis, Tenn. It 
is hardly probable that he is of the 
fakir kind.

Dkar Mr. Editor : — Your friend 
and mine, the somnolnient President 
of the N. A. D, , has just sent me a 
billet doux dated August 12th, that 
vrarmed the cockles of my heart. It 
was as delectable as a page from 
Puck or Pickwick, and my enjoy- 
ment—and yours, too, I take it, Mr. 
Editor, since he states he has sent 
you a copy for publication — was 
in proportion. 

Instead of answering Olof direct 
and through tlie usual channel, a 
private letter, I shall lx>rrow a page 
from his note book, and craving 
your kiud permission, shall adopt 
his owu questionable custom and 
answer him through the public press, 
I would call your attention, Mr. 
Editor, to the circumstance that our 
friend is at his old tricks of distort- 
ing and garbling statements to suit 
his euds. Fortunately, rendered 
wise by past experience, I made a 
copy of the letter of June 26th, to 
which his letter of August 12th, 
claims to be an answer, and what I 
did say was verbtaim et liter aiim as 
follows : 
Mr. O1.OK Hanson, President. 

Dear Sir : — i luulerstaml that you ha^e 
difficulty ill securing uienibers of the As- 
sociation to serve on the Rndowinent Fund 
Committee, and aa I am exceedingly in- 
terested in this project of the Association, 
and in case you will consider a change of 
mind on my part regarding my refusal to 
serve on this committee, I beg leave to sub- 
mit the following propo^itiou : 

I will accept an appointment on this 
committee either as chairman or associate 
member, providetl that the committee be 
limile<l to two meml>ers, myself and Mr. 
Regensburg, who is also enhsted heart and 
vsoul in the cousuumiation of this scheme ; 
further, also, that this committee be allow- 
ed to proceeil with its work unhampered 
either by the President or the Executive 
Committee, and l)e allowed to take such 
measui^es as it may see lit to secure the 
success of the fund, and that, unless it 
make voluntary statements, it be not re- 
quiretl to re|X)rt until the meeting of the 
Association in 1913, or in 1912, should the 
Executive Committee decide to caU a con- 
vention in that year. In return I will 
pletlgc myself and my associate to neglect 
no honest entleavor or opportunity to bring 
al>out the succest of this project, 
Respectully, etc. 

I submit, Mr. Editor, that the let- 
ter as here faithfully quoted must 
produce a different impression upon 
your mind and that of your readers 
than the bald statement of its imjKirt 
given iu the opening paragraph of 
Mr. Hanson*s letter. Our friend is 
guilty of a Scandinavian looseness 
in the interpretation of English that 
does not comport well with his high 
IX)sition. 

You will acknowledge that I ask- 
ed for this committee no more than 
has always been granted to N. A. D. 
committee in the past— that they 
be allowed to proceed in the consum- 
mation of their several tasks with- 
out let or hindrance and will full 
confidence in their judgement, zeal 
and singleness of purprose. The 
mere fact that 1 felt compelled to 
submit the proix>sition in the terms 
I did, is to Mr. Hansou*s discredit, 
not mine. I simply asked from him 
the same treatment I always accord- 
ed my own conunittees. Mr.' Han- 
son in the past received three im- 
portant chairmanships of my ap- 
l>ointment and I would challenge 
him to give a single instance 
of interference on my part. 
If he can do so I will crawl from 
Colorado Springs to Seattle on my 
hands and knees and apologize. 

The implication that it was my 
intention to make a gum-shoe and 
star-chamber concern of this com- 
mittee is also exceedingly far-fetch- 
ed. All our committees, serve from 
courtesy and give their time and 
effort without compensation, and all 
I asked was a promise of freedom 
from olTicious intermeddling and per- 
mission to report when we saw fit. 
It was the same privilege accorded 
all past committees and which re- 
ix)rted either when their work was 
done, or at the convention following 
their apix>intmeut, Mr. Hanson 
stands on his head in this matter, and 
the paragraph iu his lett« is so 
much bom*3ast. 

As to the ** inside history*' of the 
Moving Picture Fund, I believe I 
can truthfully assert, Mr. Kditor, 
that you and your readers have been 
as fully imformed in all essential de- 
tails as Mr. Regensbury or myself. 
Every succe«^, every new plan or 
suggestion in connection with this 
Fund, was duly chronicled in the 
JouRNAi.. and 1 would here i^rsou^ 
ally and publicly thank you, Mr. 
Kditor, for the invaluable assistance 
you thus gave the project The im- 
' n that the scheme did not 
the confidence of the public 
is on t! of it titterly absurd. 

This Ci e was there in full 

measure, or the fund would never 
have reached the mark originally set 
for it. If this confidence is now 
Mr. Hanson who is pri- 
ible. I sincerely trust 
tliat Mi. Hanson will l)e guarded iu 
his revelations of ** inside history.*' 
** Inside history** genially pre- 
supix)ses crooked methods, and it 
will be a sorry day for Mr. Hanson 
or any one who attempts to show 
that the workings of the Moving 
Picture Fund Committee have not 
been absolutely on the square. 

I must also reseut the imputatiou 
that I am preveutiug Mr. Hanson 



from carrying out his " plans.'* Mr. 
Kditor, have pity on a poor, perplex- 
ed soul, and tell me what thete 
** plans" are. If anyone outside 
Seattle does know, it must be you. 
I know that Mr. Hanson wants to 
increase the amount in the treasury 
by getting more members to join the 
Association, but these are not 
"plans.** 

My " attacks** on Mr. Hanson, as 
he is pleased to call them, but which 
I would rather designate as well- 
merited criticism, were provoked 
by his failure to carry out the in- 
structions giveu him by the conven- 
tion that made him president. One 
of these derelictions of duty has 
direct connection with the subject of 
this letter. The Colorado Springs 
Congress adopted a resolution which 
made this Kndowment Fund Com- 
mittee a standing committee of the 
Association. The appointment of 
this and other standing committees, 
and a prompt launching of each up- 
on its three years' voyage, should 
have been disposed of at once and 
before Mr. Hanson proceeded with 
the working out his *' plans.'* 

To the best of my knowledge the 
Kndowment Fund Committee has 
not yet been appointed. Mr. Han- 
son has publicly acknowledged his 
difficulty in filling this committee, 
and in addition has shown the un- 
pardonable want of good sense of at- 
tempting to belittle and discourage 
the scheme. I am calling it want of 
good sense, Mr. Kditor, but others 
would call it by a harsher name. 

Possibly Mr. Hanson has made 
his appointments and has sent them 
to you for publication. If so, good. 
If not, then as a member of the As- 
sociation and as a contributor to this 
fuud, I herewith demand that Mr. 
Hanson carry out the instructions 
given him at Colorado Springs at 
once, and announce his committee 
on the Kndowment Fund without 
further delay. He has declined the 
services, voluntarily offered, of Mr. 
Regeusburgand myself. Very well, 
then, let him name others in whom 
he may have more confidence. 
Acceptance of our pro|>osition meant 
much work and sacrifice of time on 
our part, and we are well out of 
it. 

I am NOT attempting to dictate 
to Mr. Hanson, as he implies in his 
letter. I do not care a nubbin for 
his methods of ** doing business,*' 
as long as he doet accomplish busi 
ne.ss with reasonable dispatch. 
Facts have the reputation of being 
stubborn things, Mr. Kditor, and 
the facts so far are that Mr. Hanson 
has done the reverse of accomplish- 
ing business. 

I regret that Mr. Hanson seems 
to regard myself and Mr. Regen- 
burg as the betes nairoi his adminis- 
tration. I believe I can assert with 
perfect truth that at its beginning 
he had no stauncher supporters or 
more loyal friends. I believe also 
that during the eighteen months 
preceding the Colorado Springs Con- 
gress he had no more faithful cham- 
pions. If a change has come over 
the spirit of our dreams, the fault is 
Mr. Hanson's not ours. How were 
we to know that our idol had feet of 
clay and a head of painted wood ? 
We are not the only friends whom 
Mr. Hanson has alienated by his 
course. The South was his. body 
and soul, a year ago to-day, but here 
we have that Georgia resolution ex- 
pressive of condemnation and want 
of confidence, the first instance of 
the kind in the thirty years of the 
Association's history. There must 
be some fire where there is much 
smoke and Mr. Hanson will be wise 
if he will submit to a little advice, 
or if he prefers to call it so, *' dicta- 
tion. * * It is not too late, though one 
precious year has already been wast- 
ed. 

One more thing. In the second 
paragraph of his letter Mr. Hanson 
begs my pardon for his unconscion- 
able delay in acknowledging my pro- 
position. It is cheerfully granted. 
I had not expected an answer before 
Christmas. His excuse is that he 
has been busy. So have I, Mr. 
Kditor. 1 was busy when I took 
the time to submit that proposition, 
I am writing this during my spare 
time. Vou, also, are busy, Mr. 
Kditor. Kvery body is busy. Kven 
the dead are busy. They are busy 
doing nothing. Please do not regard 
this as an insinuation that Mr. Han- 
son is a * * dead one. ' * But Mr. 
Hanson has dinned th^ circumstance 
of his be' '^tlfully busy in- 

to our ca time and again. 

If he is too busy to give proper time 
to the affairs of an office he coveted 
and sought with his eyes open, then 
in heaven's name let him resign and 
thus relieve the Association and him- 
self of what must seem a l>urden to 
both. Mr. Schroeder, First Vice- 
l^esident, is also a busy man, but I 
am free to believe he would find time 
to carry out the instructions given 
directly or by implication to the 
head of the Assm^iatiou a full year 
ago at ColoT s.
